The ruins of the big fire were stil 


smouldering this morning and day 
light found a large number of the 
curious going about to see all that 
was to be seen. 


Two night wAtchmen.George Moore 


arid John Hains, were appointed by 
the mayor to remain about the ruin* 
all night to see that no" thieving was 
done and to protect against another 
possible outbreak of fire. One hose 
cart was left on the ground and the 
hose was attached to a fire pluj? ready 
for use at a moment's notice. 


Mr. Eckert stated Wednesday morn 


ing that his books were all saved, part 
of them being In the safe which 
dropped through the office floor into 
the cellar. The others were carried 
out by persons who turned them over 
to him this morning. He was also 
mistaken about his insurance.' In- 
stead of having $1,000 on his horses he 
had but $400, thus leaving $1,600 on 
the building and contents.

build. He said, "I am very grateful 
to the people for what they have done 
for me."

placed in 18 different companies.

Mr. Raiff says a fire plug has 
not been frozen up here

years.

The heat broke a pane of glass and 
the back stairway caught fire. The 
Commercial bank people met with 
no loss. Mr. Herbi g ordered all val- 
ubles locked in the fire proof safe and 
the doors and windows were Iccked- 
Some men with a hose on the building 
jot entangled in the guy wires of the 
iron stack on the chimney and knock- 
ed it down. 


The cow which perished was not 


forgotten exactly, as first stated. Tne 
halter was taken off but the cow, as 
sometimes happens became 
panic 


stricken and instead of running out 
the open door to safety, ran under a 
stairway and refused to budge from 
her position. The flames .drove her 
would be rescuers away and she had to 
be left to her fate. 


Notwithstanding the sad features 


of the fire and the danger to the heart 
of the city many amusing and even 
udicrous incidents were noted and 
imiled at by the crowd. Eight or ten 
brawny and strong chested men labor- 
ng under strong excitement exerted 
all their strength to save an old bob 
sled, the runners of which were steel, 
and they raced madly east on the al- 
ley, pulling it out to Fifth street, 
probably fearing the sparks might fail 
on the steel runners. At the same 
time valuable carriages which could 
be used «daily, winter and summer, 
could have been saved. 
That old 


bob sled may not be used again in ten 
tears.

A gang of boys and young men saved 


half a dozen empty dry goods boxes 
and helped to carry Dr. Foster's stove 
out of his office leaving it between the 
livery stable and the office where the 
heat was ten times greater than In 
the burning office. At the same time 
medicines and hooka of ten times the 
value were in danger,

WESTERN 
DIVISION 


Curve* to Be Eliminated. Grades Corrected 


aid Other Work Done for Its 


Betterment. 


Pennsylvania railway engineers are 


preparing plans for great improve- 
ment of the system on this end of the 
line in addition to those noted a few 
days ago on the east end of the lines. 


The company has just completed a 


double track between Pictsburgand 
Colunibus but they do not intend to 
stop there. They are contemplating 
improvements on this division that 
will involve an expenditure of be- 
tweeif 84,000,000 and tSiOOtyOOO. It is 
the intention of the company to bring 
the lines of the property west of 
Pittsburg up to the standard of the 
road east of that city. Curves are to 
be eliminated and grades reduced. 
Between Hanljn station and New 
Cumberland, it is said, $1,000,000 will 
be expended. Plans for the abolition 
of the great Pan Handle curves near 
the West Virginia and Pennsylvania 
state line were prepared some time 
ago and work was begun, but later 
was abandoned on account of other 
and more pressing improvements be- 
tween Sheridan and Pittsburg. 


During the last four years business 


has increased along this line so that 
.the increased earnings will take care of 
all these new improvements and pay 
fair interest and dividends besides. It 
is the desire of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany to make this line as perfect as 
possible and it is believed the elimi- 
nation of grades and curves will short- 
en the time of the fast service be- 
tween Pittsburg and Chicago at least 
two hours by this line. 


The extensive improvement on this 


line is due to the fact that it has more 
deep cuts and heavy grades than the 
Fort Wayne route. Two big project- 
ing spurs of the West Virginia moun- 
tains will be cut through to provide a 
straight course for .four main tracks. 
At Colliers the old main line will be 
abandoned for a considerable distance 
and two of the worst curves on the 
Pan Handle modified so that unlimit- 
ed speed will be possible from Dins- 
more Summit down to the Ohio river. 


All the old telegraph poles are being 


taken out from the south side of the 
line between Coshocton and Columbus 
the new poles all having been placed. 
Minor curves and inequalities of track 
are being rectified and gradually the 
line from Pittsburg to Columbus will 
assume the appearance and have the 
excellence of the line east of Pitts- 
burg.

Washington, Feb. 13. — The bouse 


passed the army appropriation bill 
and entered upon consideration of the 
sundry civil bill, the last but one of 
the big money bills. The debate on 
the army bill was confined largely to 
a discussion of tbe question of passing 
bills to remove the charge of deser- 
tion against soldiers, and was made 
votable by a statement of Mr. McClel- 
lan (N. Y.) comparing the cost of the 
soldier in European armies with the 
cost to the United States. According 
to his figures, including the cost of 
pensions, etc., each United States sol- 
dier involved an expense of $2,828. 
while a German soldier costs $227 and 


French soldier $232. Previous to 


consideration of the apropriation bills, 
the letter reflecting upon Mr. Perry 
S. Heath, which Mr. Sulzer introduced 
into the proceedings Monday, was ex- 
punged from the record. During the 
debate upon the motion to expunge 
Mr. Sulzer renewed his attack upon 
Mr. Heath, reiterating his statement 
that he was willing to father the state- 
ments m the letter and declaring that 
if action was brought against him he 
would not plead his constitutional im- 
munity. . 


In tbe Senate. 


Washington, Feb. 13. — During the 


entire session of the senate the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill was under 
consideration. After six hours of con 
sideration the bill was little more 
than half completed. The debate upon 
the measure dealt almost entirely 
with administrative details of the de- 
partment of agriculture, many com- 
mendations of the work of the depart- 
•ment being made on both sides of the 
chamber. 


Delaware's Dilemma. 


Dover, Del., Feb. 13.—There are no 


indications that the letter of Senator 
Hanna to the Republicans of the Del 
aware legislature, directing them to 
elect two senators, one of whom shall 
be Mr. Addicks, will have any effect 
upon the senatorial situation here. 
While the regular Republicans are 
ready to elect two senators, one of 
whom shall not be Mr. Addicks, they 
are not willing to consider any combi- 
nation that includes Addicks for one 
of the two senatorships. And Addicks, 
with a majoriy of the Republican 
membership behind him, will not con- 
sider any proposition that involves his 
elimination. This is the situation, and 
it makes the deadlock inevitable, with 
every prospect that it will continue to 
the end of the session. 


Minor Engagements. 


Cape Town, Feb. 13.—Twenty-seven 


Australians, Cape police and dragoons 
were captured by Kruitzinger's com- 
mando eight miles from Ballasprult, 
Feb 6, after a fight in which three 
British and five Boers were killed. The 
British were afterward released. Two 
hundred Boers are raiding the Prince 
Albert district, looting stores and de- 
stroying orchards and gardens. Sev- 
eral were killed and wounded. Seven 
British yeomanry, while skirmishing, 
were captured by a commando near 
Vryburg, which was forced to retire. 
Piet Dewet has arrived in Cape Town 
to engage the Afrikanders in the 
peace movement. 


As Krine Sees It. 


Chicago, Feb. 13.—"England not 


only will have to come to the terms 
of peace insisted on by the Boers, but 
will be forced to pay to Transvaal 
fighters from £40,000,00 to £50,000,- 
000 indemnity," said Jan Krige, the 
Boer commandant under General Bo 
tha, who is in Chicago 
"The cables 


say that Dewet has crossed the Or- 
ange river with a force of 2,000 men. 
If this is true it is a death blow to 
England's hope of subduing the Boers, 
because Dewet certainly will have a 
force of 50,000 in the colony and can 
dictate terms. The Boers have no rea- 
son in the world to surrender now."

deeds. 


Dispensary Bill Introduced. 


Topeka, Feb. 13.—Representative 


Green of Cowley county introduced a 
state dispensary bill in the house. The 
bill provides for the establishment of 
dispensaries in numerous precincts 
through the state. The bill includes 
the repeal of the laws whereby pro- 
bate judges issue permits to drug 
stores to sell liquors. Mr. Green dif- 
ferentiates his bills from the South 
Carolina statute by eliminating profits 
entirely. The stuff would be dealt out 
at precisely the purchase price plus 
the maintenance of the stations and 
salary of agents. 


Inaugural Parade. 


Washington, Feb. 13. — Lieutenant 


General Miles has completed arrange- 
ments for the participation of United 
States troops in the inaugural parade, 
and the necessary orders were Issued.
